Cleveland, Oct. 1.— A head end col- 
lision occurred near Kent, U., yesterday 
morning about 3 o'clock l>etween an ex- 
cursion train and r freight, by which 
thrMpmoiM W«re killed and twenty 
twooHMH mora or taaa injorad, aoma of 
thwi fataUj. 

Tho p«H«ig«r train was the Miehinn 
Motion of the OUn family esonnion, 
membera of which were going to the 
national reonion of their kindred at 
Bennington, Yt. Many other MiclUgan 
people took advantage of the low rate 
to vixit friends in the east It was n 
foggy night and the collision ocenrred 
on a loDf fill thirty feet high, in the 
middle or whioh was a tnridge aizty feet 
long over the Pittsburg and Westam 
tracks. Part of the paaeenger train WSS 
on the bridge when the crash came. 

William Maxwell, of Meadville, trav- 
eling engineer of the aecond division, 
who was running on the passenger en> 
^ne, had started back over the tender 
just before the collision. He was 
caught between the tender and baggage 
car and was ground into a jelly, one 
leg being tarn off Mid tkrown wwa the 
bank. 

EuRineer C. E. Brown, of Meadville, 
who was on the freight, and Passenger 
Engineer F. H. Nichols, of Meadville, 
jumped and saved their lives. Fireman 
titepliens, of the passenger train, fol- 
lowed suit and waa badly hurt in tumb- 
ling down the embankment. 

Fireman Clayton (ilass, of Meadville, 
was caught In UM WTMk and orashad to 
death. 

The passenger train consisted of five 
sleepers, live day coaches aiul a baggage 
car. The baggage c:ir and first ilay 
coach were jammed mtu bit.s. and the 
occupants burieil in thn debris. The 
second day cuach waa badly wrecked, 
seats and timbers being heaped up al- 
most to the ceiling in the center of the 
coach. The rear portion was kept al- 
most intact, but jammed into the for- 
ward portion of the third day coach, 
which was lifted off the track and 
pushed skyward at an aafla ot tortj-flTe 

degrees. 

The second day coach was occupied 
mostly by women and children. Mrs. 
Willoughby Deway, of Richland. Mich., 
aged forty-five, who sat in the forwiird 
part of the coach, met instant death, 
the heavy timbers crushing her head. 
Other pa8fieut;ers were burie<l in the 
promiscuous pile of seats and timbers. 

The stove was overturned and timbers 
took tire, fiauies bursting out in an in- 
stant. Shrirkw of women and children, 
who were weiigcd in close to the burn- 
ing timber, snuuiiDned workers to that 
part of the wreck and a score of men 
were soon OBttiBff n WSf throvgh the 
debris. 

Mrs. Alice M. Hedgwick, with both 
legs broken, lay close to the red hot 
■tove, pushing against it with all her 
might to keep it from crushing and 
burning her little daughter, who lay just 
by her. The mother's clothing waa 
burned oir, and one side of her body was 
roasted in tliis desperate work. 

Close t(i hur lay Laura Van Aukeii, a 
frail girl of eleven, who was doing a 
like service for lier mother, who lay 
almost under the stove, her anu.s 
pinioned and broken. Breaking in from 
the rear of the coach, the men brought 
water from the drinking tanks and 
passed it to the imprisoned women. 

In five minutes the woodwork was 
drenched, and the greedy tire was cheat- 
ed out of its prev. For a half hour more 
the men workea likeTitiaus, lifting out 
women and children, many of them 
with arms and legs dangling helplessly. 
As fast as taken out the injured were 
transferred to sleeping cars, and taken 
back to Kent. 

The Revere Hotel and several nearby 
honsea were at once thrown open, and 
Doctors Shijiman, Evans and Davis, of 
Kent, and ilAilroad Surgeon Lashells, of 
Meadville, began setting broken boiMS 
and binding np the wowmM.

In it he says: "l think every 
jntelligeut man in Minnesota knows that 
wheat is now selling far below its actual 
value.

"I do not speak m behalf of the state 
Farmers' Alliance, but in my indi^dual 
capacity, and I believe that the farmers 
are b^ iiig robbed of one-fourth the value 
of their product, and that they should 
totally stop all sales of wheat for a 
time and then let it out slowly, so as 
not to bran k down tha markat "

The e.xcited captors 
wanted to lynch them, but thev were 
marched to Lee county jail at Marian- 
ua. This morning bloodhounds were 
put on the track of the fugitive* in the 
cranebrake. Escape is almost impossi- 
ble, and if the negroes resist they will 
bekiUed.

BncsfELs, Oct. 1.— Oeneral Boolanger 
committed suicide yestsrdny on the 
tomb of MadaoM da Bonnemain, hii 

f rmer mistNM, Who dM NOtnily in 

this city. 

General Boulanger was seen by some 
workmen in the cemetery to enter the 
cemetery gates about 11.30 o'clock in the 
morning. Tiie general looked sad and 
pale, but otherwise there was nothing 
especially noteworthy in his appearance. 

General Boulanger, at once proceeded 
to the grave of Madame De Bonnemain, 
which is situated at a little distance 
from the spot where the men were work- 
ing, and which was hidden from their 
view. The men oootbined their work, 
and about three-quarters of an hour 
after the general had passed the place 
where they were eini)loyed they were 
startled by the loud report of a revolver 
and rushing to the grave of JIadame De 
Bonnemain fotmd General Boulanger 
lying beside it He was qnito dead. 
His hand was tightly grasping a re- 
volver. The ball bad entered his temple 
and had passed through his head. 

The body of the dead man was taken 
to his late residance in thia dtj after 

Eermission from the proper anthoritiee 
ad been obtained. 

Kuulan^er'* Carner. 
CieorKe Kriist .lean Marie Boulanger, 
FreucLi ex-niiiiiKter of war. was born at 
Ueniies in I'^ST. 
11 is descent on the 
maternal side is 
Welsh. In ISM 
Boulanger entered 
the military col- 
leKe of St. Cyr, 
and waa made sub- 
lieutenant in IK)'. 
He served under 
Marshal Ranolon 
in the Kabyle cam- 
paign. He also 
took part in the 
Franco -Italian 
war. and was 
wounded in the 
battle of Turbigo. 
In I860 be ubtaiuod his full lieutenancy, 
and two years later was promoted to a 
captaincy, having in the interim seen 
service in Cochin China. Juat before the 
war of 1870 he became major. He was 
with Bazine at Metz, but by some means 
escaped the fate of Bazine'a army, and 
made his way back to Paris. He was then 
promoted to a lieutenant eoleneley by the 
government of n a t ional defense, and 
foui^tak Champigny Nov. SO to Dec. 8. 
After tha auppnaslon of the eonunune, 
boulanger'a newly a tt ained promotion 
was qnaahadby thagvada revision oom- 
Bittee and rsstorsd to him In 1871 

In 1880 he became brigadier general Be- 
ing appointed to the oommand of the 
army of oooupation of Tunis, General 
Boulanger had a disagreement with M. 
Camleon, the realdent general, and was re- 
called. He then held the war ofllee ap- 
pointment of director of the infantry di- 
vision, and became minister of war in 1886. 
When M. de Freycinet resigned, and was 
succeeded by M. Goblet (December, 188(>), 
tha general retained hia portfolio; but on 
th»?aH«f M G<M9t, BoMi«, iger's name 
did not appear in the cabinet of M. 
Bouvier. Soon after this the general was 
dispatched t(j ('leruKint Ferrand to take 
command of au arjuy corps, receiving a 
great ovation at I'min on his departure. 
When the Liniousin Mcaij<lal broke upon 
Paris like a thundf r clap, (General Boul- 
anger commented very fively upon the war 
minister's conduct, and was immediately 
ordered under close arrest for thirty days 
at bis own headquarters. 

The government having decided in 
March, 1888, to cashier the general by plac- 
ing him on the retired Hit, he inaugurated 
a vigorous cauipaign against the ministry. 
Vacancies shortly after occurred in the 
representation for tliu Hoiidogna and the 
Nord. Here he was returned by 69,500 
votes to a.'i.T.W polled by the Upportunist 
candidate. In the Nord his triumph waa 
atiU more rennirkable, the number of votes 
polled for him being 1T2,5'J8 against 75,901 
for M. Foucart, an<i 9,(547 for M. Moreau. 
Thia was on April 15, 1888, which in a man- 
ifesto he issued to the electors, he declared 
would be marked in tha annals of the 
country as a date of true deliverance. 
Subsequently his popularity waned for a 
time. 

The geueral's appearance In the chamber 
of deputies in July, 1888, to deasand a dis- 
solution of the chamber, gave rise to a 
stormy scene. M. Floquet made a vigor- 
ous attack upon tha general, and in the 
altercation between them General Bou- 
langer exclaimed, "You liel" This led M. 
Floquet to demand satisfaetlon, and on 
July U a duel waa fought between them, 
with the rssult that the general received a 
deep wound in the throat. After his re- 
covery he appeared (1880) aa a eandidau 
at bye ele ct ions In Paria, at the Nord, the 
Somme and Charsat lafsrsure, and was 
returned by Ufs OHjorltlea. The Patri- 
otic league, a< ^mUk he was the head, was 
subaequently sufvieassd, and th» general 
was tried by the asaate on la charge of 
having, while war minister, appropriated 
£10,000 of public money (or purposes of his 
own propaganda. He was found guilty. 

To avaid arrest, he fled first to Belgium, 
then to London, where be arrived April 34. 
The general waa elected at the general 
election (September), foi; Montmartra, by 
a small majority over M. Joffrln, but the 
election waa annulled. The general then 
retired to the Island of Jeieey, and later 
removed to Brussels, where he rented the 
palatial residenoe formerly occupied by 
the Austrian auibasiiatlor.

mistress, upon whose tomb he breathed 
his last, died in this city on July 10, 1891, 
after having accompanied General Boulan- 
ger in all his later wanderi^igs. She de- 
voted an inherited fortune of 81,000,000 to 
the fwtharanee «i tha gonaral'e peUtloal 
forttmea.

Paris, Cct. l.-The news of Bon- 
langer's death has caused a tremendous 
sensation in Paris. The newspapers 
containing details of the suicide are un- 
able to meet the demand for copies. 
Members of the Patriotic league are 
already talking of demanding a public 
fnnersJ in Pans for the late general. It 
is likely that they will try to make an 
Isstie with the government on tliis 
point.

The only news of the troubles 
in Guatemala is either received by spe- 
3ial carrier to Nenton or by fleeing Guate- 
malans, who are seeking the hospitality 
af the soutliern frontier of Mexico, 

Owing to the double ausa.<'Hination in 
which Gen. Cayetano Sanchez was killed 
by Colonel .\ngel Jobon and the latter 
by Romula SHiichez. one of the youngest 
of four brothers, the entire male por- 
tion of the family, with the exception 
of Manuel, who was out of town, were 
sent to prison. 

Manuel made his eB<-ape to San Salva- 
dor, the capital of Salvador.

In 
many placi s. accordingto Le Matin, the 
troops have mutinied and the govern- 
ment must adopt strong nMasorsaifit 
hopes to maintain order. 

Crltleal State of the Miners. 

PrrrsBTTBO, Oct. 1.— The conference 
between the river coal operators and 
representatives of the miners yesterday 
afternoon failed in agreeing to the de- 
mands of the miners for ninety-two 
cents per ton for digging, and a strike 
in all river mines in the Pittsburg dis- 
trict was ordered to go into effect this 
morning. Later in the dav, however, 
three of the operators notified the miners 
that they would grant the demand. It 
is believed that the strike will be of 
of short duration. About 8,000 men are 
involved.

AH Physical Phenoaeu Strtellir 
Traceable to this Wmngf* 

Twenty-three hundred years ago Aris- 
totle declared there is but one single 
universal force, and that declaration en- 
titles him to he called the father of sci- 
ence. But the dark agee came and 
crashed that troth to earth to rise again 
in the last years of tlie 10th century. 
When the clouds of the dark ages began 
to clear away a great mind declared a 
half truth in the nebular theory of crea- 
tion, which for more than a century has 
been taken as a basis of aatronemy, 
geology and meteorolotry. This nebular 
theory like the Ptolemaic theory of astron- 
omy, is requiring of our astronomers, 
geologists and meteoroligsts constant in- 
ventions to make the nebular hypothesis 
and the conaeqoent heat theorj' of force 
to hold together, and these invented 
theories are becoming so nameroas that 

tlie neliiilar theory is tottering to its fall. 
For the salvation of science it is just as 
neoeaaary to return to the nnity of force, 
as announced hy .\ristot1e, as it waa to 
Christianity that Paul should establish 
the nnity of spiritual force in the truth 
ofone(!o(l. The nebular theory stands 
to scientific truth in about the same rela- 
tion that the theory of a million gods did 
to true religion in the days of Christ. If 
we go back to the truth of one universal 
force, we do not only lift science from the 
mire, but we do for the scientific world 
that whleh the doctrine of one Ood did 

for the religious world. 

Prof. Wm. U. Preece, Loudon's leading 
electrician, declares that '*all physical 
phenomena, without a sin^de exception, 
may be traced to the mere transforma- 
tion of electrical energy." That is a 
reassert if)n of the great Aristatolean 
truth, and is in liarniony with my views 
as to the physical forces. There is hut 
one physical force, and that force is elec- 
tricity, or matter in motion. Its origin 
is found in the i iillllOTHtUwi of the 
difi'used matter of space. 

As this ether of space condenaee into 
the solid bodies as the meteora, oometa, 
moons, planets, suns and the doatera of 
Stan, it Is, by these oondenaations, caus- 
ed to converge toward these common 
centers in straight lines, and after mov- 
ing throng them and depositing its 
gioHsermaterlals, radiates to other bodies 
gathering more matter in space. This 
BUnrement of that which haa been called 
the ether of s])ace constitutes all there is 
of electricity ami of force, antl is the basis 
of my meteorolo;;i< al theories. Electric- 
ity is the universal force, is the cause of 
light, heat, magnetism, attraction, repul- 
sion, gravitation, earthquakes, the high 
and low barometers, heat in the earth, 
voloanoea and la the life principle of the 

vegetable and animal kingdom.-;. It 
moves the atmosphere lifts the moisture 
and is the feree of the totaado. Every 

heavenly body, from the BMlaors to the 
suns, have growfi from atoms by conden- 
sations.

The high and low barometers constitute 
electric pairs and the curri-nts of elec- 
tricity that rise in llie low comes down 
in the high' forming electric circuits. 
Cold waves, early fall and late sjuiiig 
fro.sts are caused by tropii'al hurricanes. 
Early springs, late falls, cold and wArm 
winters, drouth, rain belts, excessive 
heat, extreme cold, great storm period 
and the location of Htorms are governed 
by the position of the planets.

There Is uo longer any 
ri'H^oii for fatliiru In Ma.son County. The people 
have done their duly, let the teachers and trtis- 
tees 8ce to it that they do theirs as nobly. Fol- 
lowing are sections we wish to call attention to : 

"Section 7. The officers collecting the taxen 
herein provided for shall pay the lame to the 
common mbool Superintendent ci the oonntjr on 
or before the flntt day ol Oetober of the rear in 
which said taxes are collected, which taxes diall 
i)e hy him dtsbntsed, ntably, aoeording to the 
i>u|)ilaKo of the several districts, as in the ease of 
the state school fund, /or the jmrpofti^ inenailng 
tlir mlary qf the teaehen, or for UngthtMnc the sdkwt 
krm, as the (nuteei of several districts may wiitraet 
with the leaeher* ; and it shall be the duty of the 
trustees of each district to file with the County 
Superintendent a certified copy of their contract 
with the teacher before the opening of the sciiooi, 
and such teacher shall be paid liis salary upon 
tin- r< port of the district at the dose of each 
iiiiiiilh. If any srhool district should not be en- 
titled to draw tin' money appdrlioncd to it dur- 
ing the scliool year, by failure to liecp a pnl>lic 
school, then the money aiq>ortioiied to .said dls- 
trlet shall ko to the county fnnd for the next 
school year aud he dlstrihiited. ratably, to all 
the districts In the county : I'lmi,!,,!, li,,ir< r, /-, that 
disiricl'- coniiiosed in part of iidiciiiiiiiK countii - 
shall receive a pro rata according to the numlii r 
of their pupils in Mason Cotinly, wliicli sIimII lie 
reported hy the trustees separate, and the money 
due Rtieh a fractional district reimrtlnR in an ad- 
joining county shall be paid to the County Super- 
intendent of said county, upon his tiling with 
County Superintendent of Mason County a cer- 
tilled copy of the census report of the trustees 
of the pupil children of said district in llason 
( 'ounty. subject, however, to all of the conditions 
of this aet In Its disbniMmentk . 

Section a The Cbtmty Boperintendent shall, 
ontheimkrtifllulnuleet q^any<tMrie(, pay tor the 
fuel and other jicoesaary expenses Incidenk to the 
comfortable oondnet of the school In sneh dis- 
trict from the taxes herein provided lor ; bnt the 
money so disbursed shall not aeetd lOpsr eenC of 
the sum apportioned to any district; nor shall 
any part of such taxes be expended for bnlldlnc 
or repairing school houses. 

"Section 9. If at tlic tlnie the tax herein pro- 
vided for is Impo.sed. any <lislri( t shall have here- 
tofore voted a tax upon lt^(■lI in aid of Its com- 
mon scliool, such <ilstrict tax shall not he levied 
nor toUeeteil unless it shall be re-submitted to 
the voters of said ciistri( t and by them re- 
atllrmcd. 

".Section 10. This act shall take effect from its 
pasHa^e.

THAT TEAOEDT IN LEWIS. 



Om of the Bloodiest on Record— The 
Myatsry at Last Cleared. 



Captain James Heflin has rcturiii'd from 
Lewis County, where he whs called a tew 
days ago to investigate the Carr-Evans 
tragedy which occurred at the home of 
JamssKvans, near Quincy, September 24. 

The affair was shrouded in considera- 
ble mystery at first. Cnrr and his sister- 
in-law, Mrs. Burrows, were found dead 
at the home of his father-in-law, James 
Evans. Their bodies were hacked in a 
fearfnl manner. Mrs. Can* and Mrs. 
Evans Were found Hudering from many 
cuts and wouuds. The house was filled 
with evidencea of one of the bloodiest 
encounters on record in the way of a 
domestic tragedy. 

It was given out that Carr had killed 
his sister-in-law, Mrs. Biirr^iws, hacked 
and cut his wife and lier mother until he 
thought they too were dead and bad then 
taken his own life. Investigation, how- 
ever, soon brought to light evidence that 
the real atoiy had aol btiii tiM Iqr the 
survivors. 

Captain Heflin's services were secured, 
and he succeeded in the cour.se of a few 
days in bringing to light the facta of the 
fearful encounter. He obtained a iiOBfiBe* 
sion from Mrs. F.vans, who is in jail at 
Vanceburg. She says that on the day of 
the tragedy she was in a field gafhering 

beans. Her husband was there cutting 
corn. Mrs. Carr came out and askod her 
father to go to tho bouse and di- 
vide the goods, as she and Carr had 
concliiiled to separate. The couple had 
been quarreling since the previous even- 
ing, ami Carr had told her he had three 
other wives, and had children as old as 
she was. Evans declined to divide tbe 
goods, but spoke of a neighbor whom he 
could get to make the division. The 
])aiiir- went back to the liouse, and 
Evans stuck the corn knife he was carry- 
ing in the gate-pnst and went toward 
(.^uincy to bring tbe iiciglibor spoken of, 
and also to get a warrant for Carr. In the 
house at the tfane was Rosa Burrows, 
sister of Mrs. (":irr, and the two children 
of the Burrows woman. Carr and his 
wMs f SS BM od thslr <itiarrel, which waa 

about a young man name<l White, who 
lived in the neighborliood. On entering 
Carr accidentally Stepped on one of the 
cliiblren, which so eiir;i^'('(| Mr*:. I?iirro\vs 
tliat she grablied up a hand axc aii<l dealt 
Carr a blow with the pole of it. Carr then 
seized a com knife, which was lying in 
the room, and Mrs. Evans ran in to inter- 
fere, and Carr dealt her a blow in the 
breast, tdao on th^ head and shoulder. 
Mn. Evans ran out of thelioase, and 

while she was absent Carr struck his 
wife three blows with tbe knife and she 
fled to the eomfleld. Re than dsUbtr- 

atelyctit Mrs. Burrows almost tO pieces, 
killing her instantly. While doing this, 
Mrs. Evans had returned, simed with the 

knife Evans hail left stii-king in the post, 
and coming iiii behind Carr, she dealt 
hiin a blow which felled him to his hands 
and knees, and while in this position she 
deliberately cut his throat, severing the 
left jugular and wind-pipe completely. 
Mrs. Evans then sounded the alarm, 
which brought the neighbors, who wit- 
nessed the result of the bloody fli^.that 
had taken i^aos. 
It has been ascertained that Okrr's 

]iro])er name is Henderson, and he 
claimed to have come from Geoigia, liid. 

The examining trial of Bvmm and his 
wife was held yeaterday at Vaiu i burg. 
Evans proved an alibi, and was dis- 
charged. Mrs. Evana was alao diacharg- 

ed. She repu<liated her confession made 
in the presence of Captain lietlin and 
aeveral others.

WAJmiNOTON, Oct. 1.— The only im 
portsnt annonneenient made yesterdaj 
concerning the Chilian cuniplicatioi 
WM that the cruiser San Francisco 
which arrived Monday at Payta, Peru 
on her way nothward to San Francisco 
had Imm ordend back to Valparaiso 
Tllil ltet0m«it WM Muctioned by Secre 
tary Tracy. The commander of the Sai 
Francisco was also directeii to touch a1 
Calloa on his return journey, for any iu 
■tractions that the navy department 
may send there. 

Secretary Tracy refuses to give tht 
reasons for sending the San Francisco U. 
Callao and Acting Secretary Wharton, ol 
the state department, is eqaslly reticent. 
Th« greatest secrecy is maintained 
all tnoee who are familiar with tht 
situation at Valparaiso and reqaesti 
that the gorernment issae some official 
EtAteuient for the information of tht 
public have been of no avail. Notwith 
standing the order to the San Francisco, 
it is believed about the state and navj 
departments that the main feature of 
the difficulty between this conntrv and 
Chili has lost its threatening a^Mt, and 
that the matter can b* mpcmA ol 
through diplomacy. 

A gentleman who is familiar with all 
the tacts in the possession of the state 
and navy departments said yesterday 
afternoon that the difficulty was not ol 
such an alaruiiug nature as to juntify 
the heavv veil of secrecy that hu'i been 
thrown about it by the government. 

The state department, it is understood 
has concluded that the "right of asylum' 
granted Chilian refugees by Ministei 
Egan is fully justified uy precedent.
